1. Applicant's preliminary amendment filed on October 1, 2003 is acknowledged. Claims 1- 
50 are pending.

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-13, drawn to a method of reducing viral budding from a mammalian cell 
using an antibody that binds to TSG101 protein, classified in class 424, subclass 
172.1. 

II. Claims 14-19, drawn to a method for delivering a therapeutic molecule to a 
mammalian cell infected by an enveloped virus using an anti-TSGl 01 antibody 
conjugated to a therapeutic molecule, classified in class 424, subclass 178.1. 

III. Claims 20-26, drawn to a method for treating infection by an enveloped virus in a 
mammal comprising administering to the infected mammal an anti-TSGl 01 
antibody conjugated to a therapeutic molecule, classified in class 424, subclass 
178.1. 

IV. Claims 27-32, drawn to a method of identifying a mammalian cell infected by an 
enveloped virus using an anti-TSGl 01 antibody conjugated with a label, 
classified in class 424, subclass 1 78. 1 . 

V. Claims 33-40, drawn to a method for ex vivo removal of cells infected by an 
enveloped virus from a fluid derived from a mammal using an antibody that binds 
to a TSG 1 0 1 protein, classified in class 424, subclass 1 72. 1 . 

VI. Claims 41-50, drawn to a method for treating or preventing infection by an 
enveloped virus in a mammal using a vaccine that comprises a polypeptide 
comprising a TSG101 protein, classified in class 424, subclass 184.1. 

3. Groups I-VI are different methods. Methods of reducing viral budding from a 
mammalian cell, treating infection by an enveloped virus using antibody, antibody-conjugated 
with a therapeutically agent, or vaccine, and delivering a therapeutic molecule to a mammalian 
cell using an antibody conjugated to a therapeutic molecule differ from each other with respect to 
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systems, such as in vitro, in vivo or ex vivo, compositions/ingredients, method steps, and 
endpoints. Therefore, each method is patentably distinct. 

6. These inventions are distinct for the reasons given above. In addition, they have acquired 
a separate status in the art as shown by different classification and/or recognized divergent 
subject matter. Further, even though in some cases the classification is shared, a different field 
of search would be required based upon the structurally distinct products recited and the various 
methods of use comprising distinct method steps. Since it is an undue burden for the Office to 
search more than one invention, a restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
